The Co-op Rrecreation Service of Delaware, Ohio, pub- 
lishers of recreational song and dance books for camps, 
youth groups and organizations, came out with a series 
of booklets. They are as follows: 


Folk Dances of Tennessee, edited by Flora L. McDowell, 
$1.00. Play party games excellent for camps and grade 
schools. This form of dance which during the days when 
any other form was on the tabu list, is now done so very 
little. One hardly would believe the importance it played 
during the good old ‘narrow minded” era. 


Having Fun The Polish Way: Natalie Stefanski-Budzi- 
kowski, 25c. This booklet contains proverbs, riddles, games, 
customs, a dozen folk songs, recepies and six simple dances; 
three were taken from the collection by V. F. Beliajus 
(Zasiali Gorale, Kashubian Waltz and the Ballroom Kra- 
kowiak, without acknowledging credit of source). Three 
others, Olender, a Goral dance and a Kujawiak, tho seem- 
ingly simple dances are not clearly written up. None the 
less it is worth the two-bits any old time. 


Swing High, Korean Folk Rercration, 25c. Consists of 
four folk songs, five legends and some thirty games (not 
dances). 


Dances of the Jewish People, Dvora Lapson, Jewish 
Ed. Comm. of N. Y., $2.00 The dances popularized by Dvora 
Lapson during these past few years and which till now 
some of them were available on badly put together, mimeo- 
graphed copies, are now made available in a neatly ofset 
collection, containing 27 dances (Israeli, American-Jewish 
and Hast European and their versions), with piano music, 
songs in the original, translation and transliteration. Among 
them are also the “Song of Songs” Dances (Dodi Li, El 
Ginat Hgoz, ete.). Good and neat. 

Pre-Classic Dance Forms, Louis Horst, Kamin Dance 
Publishers, N. Y. $4.00. If you are interested in the history 
and origin of such old favorite court dances, (some of 
which later became folk dances), such ag the Minuet, 
Pavane, Galliard, Sarabande, Gavotte, Rigaudon, Alle- 
mande, Courante, Gigue, Bourree, Passepied, Chaconne and 
Passacaglia, then this is the book for you. It hag a con- 
cise but a complete historic background on each one, 
including sample melodies and historic illustrations. Its 
historic background is of value to any serious dance 
instructor and student of the dance.
